George W. liouck breathed a sigh 01 
relief Wednesday wnen Judge Waight 
who has been active in his assistance 
to Prosecutor Ewalt, looked straight 
at J udge Wickham and simply said 
-The state rests." 
For days the prosecution bad been 


piling fact upon fact, circumstance 
upon circumstance. Witnesses hac 
come to the stand to tell what the} 
knew of the tragedy that excited this 
entiresection of the country and otb 
er witnesses had come to support 
every word of their testimony. Sus- 
pected from the first, locked in jail 
without the usual comfort of freedom 
in the spring season, Houck was in m 
condition to bear these words from 
friends and neighbors. He bore it all. 
however, with a fortitude one would 
not expect to find in a man unaccus- 
tomed to excitement and alarm, al- 
though there bave been times when 
the tilting in of statement with state- 
ment has seemed to stagger him. But 
Houck is not an ordinary man. If he 
were, innocent or guilty, the array of 
evidence against him 
would have 


broken down his composure. He is 
being supported by his wife who is 
ever at his side, anxious and watchful 
and always ready to lend a word of en- 
couragement. 
The state rested after the testimony 


of DetectiveFoster and less important 
witnesses had been given. Foster, 
who is connected with the the Co- 
urnous police department, went to 
Bladensburg to investigate tne mur- 
der and secure evidence. He saw 
Liouck in jail at Mt Vernon. and see- 
ing the spot of his tie had it removed 
and taken to the prose-utor. He 
told of tbe finding of blood on other 
clothing and the fitting of Houck's 
shoes to tbe tracks about the house 
and at the race. His testimony 
was

with the greatest of interest as he ap- 
jeared prominently when Houck was 
arrested. 


Scott Kirby. turnkey at the jail.tes- 


tifled that Foster w;>s there March 13 
and talked with Houck. He identi- 
ied the necktie as that taken from 
Houck and said be bad seen a spot on 
t that be would call blood. 
He also 
saw what seemed to be a spot of blood 
on Houcfc's shoe. 


James Shellenbarger. a policeman, 
was in jail when Foster arrived. Fos- 
:er showed him the necktie and wit- 
ness saw a spot of blood. Houck had 
told him a few days after the murder 
.hut bis attorneys had instructed him 
not to talk about it. 


Allen Fink, a newspaper reporter, 


vas present when the clothes said to 
be those worn by George Houck were 
examined- He saw blood on the tie 
and 2-5 or 30 spots on the coat. 


A number of witnesses were recalled 
and answered the questions of tbe at- 
jorneys as to the dogs and tracks. One 
>aid he saw a light in Houck's house 
at a iate haur the night of the mur- 
der. 


Two tracks that had been taken up 
at the race were brought into court 
and offered in evidence. Colonel Coop- 
r promptly objected and Judge Wick- 
iam sustaining him. ordered the 
.racks taken from the room. Then 
-he state rested and court adjourned. 
Tbe adjournment came none too 
soon. The people had crowded into 
he courtroom 
until all available 
pace was occupied. 
The heat was 
ntense and in spite of the 
elec- 


ric fans everybody suffered. 
Be- 
ore court opened the doors had 
been locked but the crowd stood 
n line in the hot sun until they were 
pened. 
A rush followed and in 
ittle less time than it takes to tell it 
he courtroom was tilled.

Tbe cross examination was rigid, 
and the fact was brought out tbat 
when tbe witness saw tbe dogs they 
were without straps. 
Thomas Madden, of Mansfield, has 
bad experience with dogs, and saw the 
Castor dogs fail in an attempt to track 
burglars last fall although they were 
put on the trail an hour after the 
burglary had been committed. When 
cross examined he said he never knew 
of these dogs tracking the wrong per- 
son. 


Ora Denny said he had volunteered 
to make a test run for tbe hounds 
Tuesday following the murder, and 
chmed into a tree where he could see 
nearly all the trail he had covered. 
The dogs passed the tree and came 
back. They lost the trail twice. When 
cross examined he said be bad been 
over the field less than an hour before 
and had crossed bis own trail. 
The 


keepers had hard work in getting the 
dogs away from the tree- 


Denny said he was in Houck's 
shop Friday before tbe murder and 
saw Houck shaving William Melick. 
flouch cut his 
thumb and it bled 


freely for a small wound. He did not 
>ee Houck throw blood from bis linger, 
but Houck let the blood drop on the 
floor. 


Dr. John E. Riissoll visited Hourk 


n jail,and upon examining his thumb 
found a cut from the nail to the cen- 
ter of tbe ball. It might have been a 
week or ten days old and one that 
had bled freely. 
Doctor Larimore 
and Doctor Lee gave practically 
the same testimony. 
Charles PorterQeld, whose hair was 
cut by Houck the night of tbe mur- 
der, related the details of the inci- 
dent. 


Before court adjourned Mrs. Houck 


was taken ill because of tbe beat.

Prof. J.F. Fenton, late superintend- 
ent of the public schools, has prepar- 
ed bis annual report and submitted it 
to Commissioner Bonebrake. Other 
copies go to the board of education 
and the county auditor. 


From the report it is learned there 
are four buildings with a total of 3( 
rooms in the district. The value ol 
school property is placed at $07,uOO, 
and 33 teachers are employed at an 
everage monthly wage for men in ele- 
mentary departments 
of $53, and 


women 33S. while the average for men 
"n the high school is $74. 


During the year 630 boys were in 


school, 
33 of them 
being in the 
high school. 
Of girls there were 
53,83 being in the high school. This 
gives a total of 12G3 in the elementary 
school and 120 in the high school and 
«i grand total of 1389. 
The average 
monthly enrollment was by: 557 
girls 671. The average daily attend- 
ance was boys 4a2, girls 600." The per 
cent of daily attendance on luun en- 
rollment was elementary, 73. high 85: 
"«u ujosi.iii, fcmouiuciiL. cicuieuUiry

The amount paid for high school 
tuition was *2,t»50. 
and 
for 
ele- 


mentary schools. S11.SSO. The aver- 
age cost " p~r pupil on total en-

S12.0G; S27.57. 


An interesting feature of the re- 
port is the number of pupils taking 
instruction in each branch. It fol- 
lows:

Professor Fenton has a record of the 
enrollment from the time he made bis 
report. It is interesting in that it 
shows the progress of the schools un- 
der his super!ntendency.

FOOLISH LITIGATION

The Ohio State Journal in cominent- 
ng on the fact that a Zanesville man, 
who sued to recover damages for the 
killing of a dog has, after several 
rials, had the case dismissed and 
aid the court costs amounting to 
5500, says: 
•'He doubtless realizes now what be 
bould bave known at the outset, tbat 
itigation over trivial affairs is foolish. 
There are very few persons, however. 
wbu rush into court with a suit that 
top to count tbe probable cost or who 
nterta_in for i momentthe id ea that 
hey will have to pay it- Tbe litigant 
3 generally imbued with the belief 
hat be is sure to win his case. Too 
if ten. alas, his belief is encouraged by 
a conscienceless attorney who is anx- 
ous to secure a retaining fee. 
'•But no matter how good a case he 
may have,the man who takes a trivial 
matter into court is always atadisad- 
vantage. Where there is little at 
take the motive of tbe litigant al- 
ways becomes conspicuous. It crops 
)ut at the very beginning that be is 
nspired by a desire to 'get even' 
with somebody or is naturally per- 
-erse. and the prejudice or tbe jury is 
at once arouse. A grievance never 
ooks as important to disinterested 
jersons ""as the man who holds it. 
5ut this never occurs to him, and he 
generally wonders why his case does 
not arouse universal sympathy. 


Unfortunately, there is nothing to 
irevent litigation over trivial matters, 
t would be well if there were, for it 
will probably never cease as long as 
here are courts. 
Occasionally the 


x»nrt. in the exercise of its discretion, 
brows out a case and admonishes the 
tigants to settle their grievances 
privately. But the court often re- 
frains from exercising this discretion 
because of a fear of appearing arbi- 
trary and unreasonable. 
We believe 
it could be exercised much more free- 
ly, however, without provoking criti- 
cism. But if tbe courts do not wish 
to assume the responsibility of inter- 
fering they could at least be more 
free in their advice. An admonition 
might not always be accepted, but in 
a majority of cases it would probably 
save deluded litigants a waste of time 
and "uoney."
